If required to do so, the present degree of 
operation control could be continued by G-P.-k How- 
ever, since 0-2 is not fully informed of the other 
Departmental needs for FBIS -uaterlft! , operational 
decisions affecting this material, have been pointed 
mainly toward satisfying 0-2 needs rather than the 
needs of o there . It is doubtful that unilateral 
action by 0-2 could correct this situation.
